Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Discussed Takahashi with regards to rejection of independent 
claims 1,7, 13, 15 and the disclosure of using "...subsequently only one additional pulse signal that increases the 
volume of the liquid containing chamber to pull back a part of the droplet about to be ejected..." As related to limitations 
presented in claims, Takahashi does disclose this feature, however Takahashi discloses the "only one additional pulse 
signal" may result in ink ejection becoming unstable, therefore discloses using two additional pulse signals to obtain 
stable ink ejection. Therefore it was agreed that amendments per discussion of the independent claims would 
overcome the cited art used in final rejection mailed on 18 May 2006. Limitations being: so that a droplet to be ejected 
can have a further smaller volume than the volume of the liquid that has protruded from the nozzle, realizing an 
ejection of a minute droplet while it enables a droplet to be ejected at a relatively high speed, wherein a stable ejection 
of minute droplets is realized. Upon receipt of submitted amendments a further search and review will be performed 
with regards to amendments to claims 
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
